WhLlst welcoming the initiative of European 
governments in setting up a Council of Transport Ministers, it 
deplored the attitude of certain representatives of the French 
Miniatr" of Transport in wishing to exclude qualified representa- 
• vet- of transport workers, and in particular of the ITF, from 
such s transport authority. 

fAir affiliate is also 1 of the opinion that, to be truly 
repre-ortative, a European Transport Authority must include 
representatives of railway workers. 

In the domestic field, the FO railwayman's union will cqn- 
e to press for a minimum guaranteed Wcage of 27 , 66 b frs. x / 
a month, the abolition of regional deductions, and the introduc¬ 
tion of the 40 -hour week. It will also fight any attempt to 
cur'ail its right to strike in defence of just claims.

Tho allowances concomed are those promised as far back as 
1946 as compensation in lieu of free passes nnd privilege tickets 
on the railway. On the occasion of the final revision of the 
pay scales in 1948-9, members of the engineering depertmont. were 
not given the same choice as operating staff regarding retention 
of the rijht to free pnsses and privilege tickets.

submits memorandum National Federation of 

Indian Railwaymon has 
submitted a memorandum to tho Railway Tribunal now sittinr in 
Delhi, detailing its viawa on many aspects of Indian railwayman'e 
employment. 

The document, which la exhaustive in character and ecope, 
dealing as it does with over 700 categories of railwayman,r-'isea 
a number of issues including the revision of pay scales; the 
redistribution of grades for various categories of staff; and the 
retrospective charactor of the wage scales recommended by the 
Central Wage Commission. 

JAPAN 

Dispute on Japanese (ITF) Tho ITF-affiliated 

State Railways Japanese National 

Railwayroen*s Union, which 

organizes some 369,000 ernployeos of the Japanese Stete Railways, 
ha3 begun a seven-day action to demand summer allowances equal to 
one month’s pay. The action has tiken the form of demonstrating 
and refusing to work overtime. 

A further aim of tho campaign is to oecure tho reinstatement 
of the eighteen union leaders dismissed after last year's disputes. 

NETHERLANDS 

Improved hours of work (ITF) The Netherlands 

for I Tutch railwaynien Union of Railway and 

Tramwayroen ( IT F-aff i 1 i ated ) 

announces improved hours of work rjna rest periods on the Dutch 
railways following tho introduction of new regulations. 

Tho maximum number of hours which motormen and train personnel 
may bo required to work has boe>. reduced from 106 to 104 par period 
of two consecutive weeks. This, however, doos not affect the 
existing regulation whereby this personnel works duties of 
4 x 96 hours in an eight-week spraadover. A return to a four*oon- 
day sproadover is expected, however, with the abolition of steam 
traction over the Netherlands railway network.

US Transport Workers' Union, which represents 34,000 of the 
Authority's 44>000 employees, following the refusal of the latter 
to accept the report of a fact-finding committee investigating 
the wage dispute between the union and the Authority. 

Adopting a somewh-t softer attitude, the Transit Authority 
has now agreed to discuss wages and working conditions with 
unions involved and to seek a Court ruling as to whetner it is 
empowered to enter into labour contracts. Earlior it had 
pursued a unilateral course, issued its own scales of pay 
increases and a new set of labour regulations, and rejected ns 
illegal major proposals for union contracts, exclusive recora.i- 
tion of dominait unions as bargaining agents, together with 
arbitration of labour disputes. 

Although on the one hand, the Transit Authority by its more 
conciliatory attitude would appear to have created a more 
favourable atmosphere towards the settlement of the dispute, it 
has. on the other hand, largel r offset this by filing a petition 
for an injunction to bar the threatened strike, and at the same 
time sent out letters to all its 44*000 employees quoting the 
Condon-Wadlin Law which requires mandatory dismissal of any 
public employees who go on strike.

Inlan d waterways * waterway workers may 

come out on strike on 

1 July in support of their demands for improved wagas and other 
benefits. 

This announcement wa3 made by the inland waterway section 
of the ITF-affiliated Belgian Transport Workers' Union following 
membership meetings held in Charleroi and Lifcge on 2 June. At 
these, and subsequent meetings in Ghent and Antwerp, Belgian 
inland waterway workers voted unanimously in favour of strike 
action if the owners persist in their refusal to modify their 
counter-proposals. 

Subsequently, at a Joint Committee meeting hula on Friday 
last, the owners put forward new proposals concerning the payment 
of inland waterway workers' wives working on board. In this 
connection the union is demanding abolition of the so-called wife 
allowance and substitution of a fixed wage equal to that of 
a deckboy. 

The union has agreed to put these proposals before a general 
meeting of its members to be held next Thursday. The atrike 
notice for 1 July, however, has not been withdrawn. 

Notice terminating the agreement covering the wages and 
working conditions of Belgian inland waterway workers was given 
by the union at the end of April. Subsequent negotiations with 
the owners, howuver, have merely led to counter-proposal* from 
the owners which the union found unacceptable. 

Other demands put forward by the union include a minimum 
wage of 3,000 frs. x ' for deckhands; an 8-hour day during loading 
and unloading operations; and the introduction of a fixed night 
rest similar to that laid down in the recent international agree¬ 
ment on Rhine shipping.
